Crisis Nears 

It becomes more and more evident that the 
final decision on this nation’s relationship with 
the Japanese will be decided in the next few 
Cavs. 

While reports tell of Japanese preparations 
to invade Thailand, President Roosevelt holds 
conference, at the White House, with the 
Japanese ambassador to the United States, with 
Special Envoy Saburo Kurusu and Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull. 

While the general public knows nothing of 
what has been said or done at the various 
conferences between our representatives and 
the Japanese, at Washington, there is no doubt 
public opinion will not stand for too great 
concessions to Tokyo, even in effort to avoid 
entry of this nation into war in the Pacific. 

Any abandonment of the Chinese in their 
heroic struggle against the Japanese invader 
would undoubtedly draw a storm of popular 
protest against any American official held 
responsible. We have, time and again, pledged 
to the Chinese eyery possible aid in the way of 
materials, of food and of money, we can send. 
American technical experts are helping to keep 
the route of supply, the Burma road, open. To 
back down from that position, now, merely 
because of threats from Tokyo, would be the 
worst possible action this country could take. 

It would forever lower the opinion of 
America held by the peoples of both Japan and 
China. Encouraged by such an act, the Japanese 
would undoubtedly become more and more 
demanding in their moves for American con- 
cessions and it might, at some future date, even 
encourage the military clique in Japan to adopt 
dictatorial tone in dealings with this country, 
which they would then regard as hopelessly 
soft and helpless before force or the threat of 
force. 

Japan is suffering terribly, in an economic 
way, because of the refusal of this country to 
ship goods. She is near bankruptcy, not only 
financially, but also in gasoline and other 
supplies of war. It is only necessary to keep 
up that pressure to bring her to our way of 
thinking in regard to Far Eastern policy. 

The situation has, apparently, reached stale- 
mate. Surely this country cannot, for the sake 
of its own self-respect and for the sake of its 
future safety, agree to that virtual ultimatum 
made public in Japan a week or so ago. Yet 
oniy three courses are possible. Backing down 
by one nation or the other, or war. 

It is our prayer that war may be avoided, 
but not at too great sacrifice. But, if war 
comes, there is little doubt it will be over 
quickly, leaving a prostrate and ruined Japan 
in its. wake. 


Always, Tokyo is sending over another envoy 
who “knows us like a book,” only to discover 
changes in the later editions.

Schmitt seen here has arrived, a crippled cap- 
tive, Dy truck, rather than coming through the 
air with an enemy airman at the controls. 
Only by geographic good fortune has this been 
true. |

factors in the destiny of man. 


Even when it is explained that war may 
méan an end to feminine fingernails in a Lady 
Macbeth shade of red, some isolationists are 
against it. 


The Christian Concept 

Thirty-three Episcopal bishops, studying 
the church’s attitude to international prob- 
lems and post-war peace, this week condemned 
isolationism in the United States as a denial 
of the concept of a world family of nations 
and therefore contrary to Christian gospel. 

The idea of the family is at the root of 
the Christian religion. The God we worship 
we speak of as “The Father” and the prayer 
His Son taught us to say begins with the words, 
“Our Father.” Under the guidance of religion 
it is impossible to conceive of international 
affairs other than as the affairs of a great 
family of nations. All men are our brothers, 
Christ taught, and His teaching can only tri- 
umph when the world accepts that teaching 
of a universal brotherhood of mankind found- 
ed upon Christian love. 

It is acknowledged fact that the Nazi con- 
cept of government and the social order is 
anti-Christian. President Roosevelt himself 
has referred, in public address, to the “new re- 
ligion” which Nazidom plans to foist upon a 
conquered world. They would substitute a re- 
ligion of “blood and iron” for the Christian 
religion of love and brotherhood. 

To advocate a cold-blooded policy of iso- 
lationism for this, a country which is based 
upon Christianity, is to go contrary to the 
Christian concept of the world, entirely. It is 
to turn our backs upon all the teachings of 
Christ. It is to repudiate the parable of the 
Good Samaritan. It is to endanger, even, 
Chrisianity itself if we permit Europe, cradle 
of our religion, to succumb to the onslaught 
of a pagan force. 

The Episcopal bishops, in their statement, 
have clearly set forth the only policy in in- 
ternationalism a Christian nation can logically 
follow, when they say: “The type of isola- 
tionism which denies such a concept of world 
inter-relationship must be judged to be con- 
trary to the Christian gospel.”

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
FAR-FETCHED ARGUMENT WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—An 


effort is being made to raise 
some sort of issue involving freedom of the press in connection with 
President Roosevetl’s scorching criticism of Time magazine for 
implying in a recent article that the illness preceding the death of 
the late President Cerda, of Chile, was due to drink. 

While deploring the repercussions the article caused in Chile, 
some sections of the press are accusing Mr. Roosevelt of incon- 
sistency. They cite the failure of the administration to take recog- 
nition of other protests filed by foreign governments in the past 
against attacks contained in the American press on their chiefs of 
state or national leaders. 

How all of this involves any question of freedom of the press is a 
bit confusing. It is even more far-fetched to argue, as some of 
the President’s critics appear to, that his act constitutes a step 


toward censorship. 
DENY RESPONSIBILITY It does not seem to be important 
that the policy of the present ad- 
ministration—and all previous ones, for that matter—has been to 
deny responsibility for anything said by an American newspaper 
about any foreign country or any foreign government head. The 
State Department has always taken the position, as it did in the 
present case, that under our system whatever a paper printed was 
its own business. However much the administration may have 
regretted the attacks, there was nothing it could do about it. 
Several years ago a now defunct nationally known magazine pro- 
voked an official protest from the Japanese government by running 
a cartoon of the Japanese Emperor in an undignified role. The 
Japanese people, who regard their Emperor as something of a deity, 
were offended. , 


IL DUCE OBJECTED Back in the days when our relations 


with Italy were on a more friendly 
basis than they are now, the State Department used to get regular 
protests from the Italian ambassador on some newspaper article, 
often atrociously untrue, portraying Mussolini in an unfavorable 
light. 
' In both instances the government, after deploring the incidents, 
was compelled to explain that nothing could be done. Unlike the 
dictator countries, we allow a complete freedom of expression, sub- 
ject only to the laws of libel and slander. 


CRITICIZED BEFORE Mr. Roosevelt, although he may have 


set something of a precedent in rec- 
ognizing a foreign protest of the kind, actually has done no more 
than he has previously in denouncing personal newspaper attacks 
on him or the administration. He has not hesitated to call names 
and single out offenders when he thought the circumstances war- 
ranted it. Only recently he applied the torch in good style to the 
isolationist Chicago Tribune for. misrepresenting the facts in criti- 
cizing administration of the lease-lend program. 
But precedents offer no barrier to Mr, Roosevelt's way of doing 
things. The third-term precedent was not the first or the last one 
he has broken. 
In accusing Time of printing a “disgusting lie’ about the condi- 
tion of the late President of Chile, one of the friendly Latin nations 
co-operating in our good-neighbor policy, he was not making an 
attack on the freedom of the press or laying the groundwork for 
any future censorship. More realistic considerations guided the 


President's action. 


DIPLOMATIC ANGLE Much had been made of the Time 


article by Nazi influences in the South 
American republic. Aside from the official protest filed by .the 
Chilean ambassador with the State Department, our own diplo- 
matic representative there, Claude Bowers, had reported that the 
offensive comment was being widely used by Nazi and Fascist 
sympathizers. An effort was being made to have it appear that 
the magazine reflected the official views of the United States 
government. 

There was reason to believe that the incident might be blown 
up into something big enough to be the deciding factor in the selec- 
tion of a new Chilean government unfriendly to the United States. 

Mr. Roosevelt was, therefore, taking the most direct means of 
correcting the situation. Anything less than what he did would 
probably have been ineffective. He was mixing a strong brand 
of diplomacy with the right of personal expression. If he had earlier 
denounced the isolationist Chicago Tribune for misstatement of 
some domestic policy, he was equally privleged to condemn the 
interventionist Time magazine for misrepresentation of a foreign 
incident. 

Why this should be construed as interference with the freedom 
of the press is not altogether clear. If anything it should have a

“GOOD PEOPLE” It is reported that the Governor will today, 

or on Monday, announce his decision with 
regard to freeing the “‘good people,” as he termed them, who have 
been convicted at a cost of about $24,000, of flogging certain per- 
sons who have incurred their wrath. 

The presumption is he will free them. With all his reported 
passion for economy, it would be most practical] if he would, with 
the pardons or paroles, also announce that in the future he will 
advise the solicitor general, in advance of trial by jury, of those 
whom he will pardon. This would save the people money. In the 
case of the floggers, for instance, it would have saved the county 
$24,000. It would also save the judges and the jurymen the trouble 
of hearing evidence and arriving at a verdict of guilty, as they 
did in the case of the floggers. It also would save the court the 
trouble of refusing a new trial, as was done in the case of some of 
the convicted floggers who appealed. 

If he does not parole or pardon them it will be because his 
peremptory order to the attorneys for the floggers to “have some 
preachers up here to speak for these men,” caused a number of 
well-known preachers to appear who urged the pardons be not 
granted.

“THINGS LIKE THAT” Chief interest, however, lies not in 
the amazing fact that pardons are 

considered for the floggers, but in the statement by the Governor at 

the original hearing: 

“Good people can get mixed up in things (floggings) like that.” 

In that statement, which was followed by one in which the 
Governor said that he himself was a participant in a flogging, lies 
an almost perfect explanation of why we have such things as flog- 
gings in the south. 

It was developed at the trial that at least three of the floggers 
convicted by a jury of their peers and refused a new trial on the 
basis the evidence for conviction was sufficient and unrefuted, 
were noted church workers and loud singers of hymns.

‘ By ROBERT QUILLEN, 
My Dear Louise: 

Our fathers believed that wisdom, like age, was something that 
naturally accumulated with the years. They were even a little 
suspicious of good sense that developed before the appearance of 
gray hair. 

Your own experience is likely to give you the same idea if you 
sit down and wait for wisdom to come; but since wisdom is even 
more valuable than knowledge, I see no reason why you should 
spend the best years of your life in pursuit of facts but passively 
wait for wisdom to appear at its own good time. 

We learn by doing, and the way to develop wisdom is to practice 
wisdom. Why wait on hard experience, and let blisters make you 
wise, when you have intelligence enough to choose the experience 
that isn’t hard? 

Every hour of every day you are required to make some de- 
cision—to choose between two courses, two ways of behavior. As 
a rule, desire modified by necessity or common sense makes the 
decision instantly. But there are times when desires conflict, or 
duty urges one course and desires another, or mixed motives confuse 
you by pulling both ways at once, and then you have an oppor- 
tunity to practice the art of being wise. 

A woman made wise by experience might decide quickly, but 
IT contend that any girl in her teens, blessed with ordinary intel- 
ligence, can decide as wisely if she will honestly compare the two 
courses, observe where they lead and measure the probable cost of 
each. 

A friend of mine, whose boyhood was unhappy, often invited 
punishment by deliberate disobedience. Forbidden to go fishing, 
he balanced the pleasure against the pain and decided that an aftere- 
noon on a creek bank was worth any whipping that would follow. 
His ethics may have been faulty, but at least he was too honest 
to fool himself. 

The unwise do the thing they desire to do without considering 
what the result will be, or they deliberately fool themselves by 
pretending to believe the result will not be unpleasant. 

The foolish of all ages excuse or explain their folly by saying: 
“I didn’t think.” That tells the whole story, for even the unwise, 
if they will stop to think, have enough native prudence to avoid 
the course that will get them into trouble. 

Develop the habit of stopping to think and you will soon de- 
velop the habit of being wise.

Sometimes quantity makes a 
'difference in economy. It is eco- 
nomical to buy a five-pound roast 
for you get a juicier meat and 
there is less waste. Afterward, it 
‘can be cut into small pieces and 
‘served, in the gravy, on hot bis- 
-cuits—the biscuits, of course, be- 
‘ing made with enriched flour. 

When you celebrate with T-bone 
isteaks, have the butcher cut off 
the ends, which are tough and 
usually wasted, and grind them 
for use later as meat patties. 
When you buy hamburger, try 
broiling it on thick slices of egg 
plant with a dash of lemon to 
bring out the flavor. 


For variety, experiment with all 
kinds of meats. If your family 
does not take to such dishes as 
brains, perhaps you have not tried 
cooking the brains separately un- 
til about half-done, then adding 
the beaten eggs and scrambling 
them together. Beef heart stuffed 
with chestnut dressing and baked 
‘for one and one-half hours is de- 
'licious. In cooking beef liver, roll 
‘in seasoned flour and cook in a 
moderate oven. The slow cooking 
will make it tender. 

When it comes to lamb, the 
shoulder is less expensive than the 
leg—you get more meat. You'll 
like lamb patties made this way: 
Ask for the short fore-quarter, 
have it ground, mix with a bind- 
‘ing, and spread on a half pound 
'of sliced breakfast bacon. Roll 
'endwise, wrap in the waxed paper 
'in which the bacon came, 
(keep in ice box until ready to 
‘use. Then slice into patties. 
‘Ground beef liver, pepped up with

Good, Anyway splendid staff of coaches has

At first Georgia had a one-man backfield, with Frankie 
Sinkwich as the boy who could make things go. And then 
Lamar Davis and Dick McPhee began developing and help- 
ing out no end. Davis is still a good boy, but McPhee, just 
as he was hitting his top stride as a sophomore, was knocked 
out by appendicitis. 

Captain Heyward Allen, who was capable of 
giving Sinkwich support, was all set to perform in 
his final game against Georgia, but suffered a broken 
arm against Dartmouth. 

Georgia’s ace center, Clyde Ehrhardt, who has inter- 
cepted one or more passes in every game and has run two 
back for touchdowns, is another severe loss. He is the 
latest. And no one seems to understand how he was hurt. 
He simply came up the other day with a badly swollen 
knee. 


Observers called George Poschner one
